for some reason or another a q u anti­ 
ty of charcoal was placed u nder the 
office and writing room in a half­ 
b asement arrangement. 
Why it was 
nev er u sed and why it was left there 
has b een 
a 
m atter 
of 
conjec­ 
tu re with each su cceeding landlord 
for the past three or fou r decades. 
The present incu mb ent, John Free­ 
man, considering 
the 
adv isab ility , 
on nu merou s occasions, of 
hav ing 
the coal remov ed as it was a menace 
to clean shirts and collars if one had 
occasion to go to that part of the 
premises. 
The coal had b een redu c­ 
ed to powder from tramping. 
Wednesday night, smoke was dis­ 
cov ered 
throu gh 
the halls 
and a 
fru itless inv estigation of one hou r 
followed. 
All the nex t day , the nex t 
night and su cceeding day and night, 
smoke was oozing 
in 
from 
some 
sou rce and filling the b u ilding. 
Mr. 
Freeman and all the employ ees were 
at a loss to know from “whence” it 
came and it cau sed many 
anx iou s 
hou rs among the hotel people and 
gu ests. 


Thu rsday night 
ab ou t 
midnight 
when Mr. Freeman was making ready 
to retire he raised the window of his 
room and instantly a gu st of smoke 
came in, tilling the room. 
This cau s­ 
ed him to spend another hou r looking 
for the fire, b u t it was as a phantom, 
for all signs of fire wou ld disappear 
as su ddenly and as often as they i 
appeared. 


It was not u ntil late Friday after­ 
noon that the fire was located. 
The 
b u ilding b egan to rapidly fill with 
smoke and it came in greater q u an­ 
tities than ev er b efore. 
A happy 
thou ght occu rred to Mine Host Free­ 
man. 
The charcoal b ed; 
he wou ld 
inv estigate that. 
Ru shing 
down in 
the b asement he was 
su rprised 
to 
find more smoke b u t no fire. A small 
pipe lay near, and this he took to stir 
the charcoal.

the su rface he fou nd fire and plenty 
of it.

ness and her three children, althou gh 
Ju dge R ichter perm itted the coroner's 
v erdict to go before the ju ry and latei 
informed the ju rors that they shou ld 
disregard the v erdict as being prooi 
of the death of Mrs. Gu nness. 
The 
prosecu tion is getting before the ju rj 
the ev idence contained in the reporl 
and u pon which Coroner Mack based 
his conclu sion and v erdict that the 
adu lt female body was that of Mrs 
Bell^ Gu nness and that the smallei 
bodies were those of her three chil 
dren. 
The ex hibits of the day inclu ded the 
rings tak en from the fingers of Mrs 
Gu nness and the children, a piece ol 
cloth fou nd clenched in the hand ol 
one of the children, three pieces ol 
bone, 
identified 
by 
Coroner 
Mack 
Sheriff Sm u tzer and Drs. Long, Wilcoi 
and Gray , and photographs 
of the 
scenes of the bu rned hou se and thi 
bodies. 
Sheriff 
Sm u tzer 
on 
the 
witnesi 
stand described in detail the position* 
in which the bodies were fou nd in the 
ru ins, the fact that u nderneath thenc 
was debris of considerable thick ness 
and he swore to the remov al of the 
rings from the fingers of the bodies 
He testified to hav ing k nown Mrs 
Gu nness when she was aliv e, and stat 
ed that she had been in his office three 
or fou r times when he was sheriff. 
Dr. Long condu cted the au topsy or 
the y ou nger girl and on the stand he 
described the condition of the bu rned 
body and testified that he fou nd hole? 
in the sk u lls of two of the children 
He cou ld not say what had cau ser 
these holes. 
He also on cross-ex am 
ination testified that the hands of the 
girl on whom he held the au topsj 
were clenched, and admitted that this 
is one of the sy mptoms where death 
is cau sed by stry chnine. 
The testi 
mony of Dr. J. L. Gray , who condu ct 
ed the au topsy on the body of the 
adu lt female, declared by the state tc 
be that, of Mrs. Belle Gu nness, prov ed 
of material v alu e to the state. 
Dr. Gray testified that the head ol 
the body was missing and the u ppei 
v ertebrae down to the sev enth cerv lal 
were also gone.

A great nu m ber of cou nterfeit $( 
bills are in circu lation in Chicago. 


The necessity for planting forest and 
shade trees has not been apparent to the 
American people u ntil within the past few 
y ears. Prior to this period the great effort 
of land owners was to remov e the trees 
which seemed to be an incu mbrance. 
The great treeless empire bey ond the 
Mississippi and its fu tu re need of timber 
was bu t little k nown fifty y ears ago, nor 
y et the enormou s demand for lu mber by 
the manu factories of the world; the trees 
had no v alu e and mu st be consu med. 
A few there were who saw the impend­ 
ing danger from so great destru ction of the 
forests, bu t all their argu ments fell u pon 
deaf ears; the land mu st be cleared for 
cu ltiv ation. 
So long ago as 18 18 , General William 
Henry Harrison, then Gov ernor of the 
North West Territory , in an address to 
the farmers of Ohio, at Cincinnati, 
ap­ 
pealed for the planting of trees and pointed 
ou t the ev ils which mu st su rely follow from 
su ch ex tensiv e forest desrtu ction. 
Doctor John A. Warder, of Ohio, a noted 
au thor of book s u pon forestry and horti­ 
cu ltu re, and Mr. Eliam E. Barney , the car 
bu ilder of Day ton, Ohio, and many others 
were ou tspok en u pon the su bject. 
Honorable J. Sterling Morton, of Ne­ 
brask a, Secretary of Agricu ltu re, who was 
one of the foremost friends of the trees, 
originated the plan of dev oting one day in 
each y ear to the planting of trees and of 
incu lcating in the minds of the people, and 
more especially the school children, the 
principles of Arboricu ltu re and gav e it the 
name of Arbor Dav . 
w 
The observ ance of Arbor Day has ex ­ 
tended to ev ery portion of the cou ntry , 
each locality chosing the period most f a ­ 
v orable for ou t of door assemblies. 
Some 
States prefer October while others deem 
springtime the most desirable, the Sou th 
may plant trees from Janu ary 
to 
April 
while in the far North the grou nd is still 
frozen and cov ered deep with snow. 
The ceremonies connected 
with 
Arbor 
Day observ ance, the recitation of poems, 
some songs and the planting of one or 
more trees, v ery good so far as they go, 
nev er y et created a forest. 
Too often the 
trees are not thou ght of again u ntil an­ 
other y ear has past and Arbor Day re­ 
tu rns in the annu al rou nd. 
It is necessary that wre shou ld hav e fre­ 
q u ent reminders of the importance of the 
trees, as forest lessons are easy to forget. 


Both old and y ou ng shou ld hav e the su b­ 


ject brou ght to their attention often. 


HOW FORESTS ARE PLANTED. THEIR 
OBJECT IN THE ECONOMY 


OF NATURE. 


“The Lord God Planted a Garden.” 


The first trees of which we hav e written 


history were planted by God in Eden, bu t 


probably a million y ears prior to this ev ent 


there were forests as we see ev idences in 


the coal which we u se so frely , and in the 


rock s where petrified trees abou nd. 


Primarily forests were prov ided for the 


pu rpose of su pply ing the my riads of ani­ 


mal, bird and insect creations with abu nd­ 
ant food. 
The foliage, fru it and wood are 


all dev ou red by some animate life. 
Ev ery 


tree produ ces immensely greater q u anti­ 


ties of seed than are req u ired for the per­ 


petu ation of the forests. 
The wonderfu l v ariety in the shapes and 


coloring of the different tree species, mak e 


m 
the beau tifu l in natu re, of all plant species 


which adorn the earth no two are alik e. 


The sk illed ey es of the botanist finds the 


pecu liarities of leaf, bark , seeds and flow­ 


ers and places each in its proper class. 
The monk ey in tropic islands gathers 


the cocanu t of which it is fond, throws 


others away , and thu s new palms spring 


u p. 
The blu e jay in Arizona bu ries the 


edible nu ts of pinon, one In n place, for 


fu tu re food su pply ; what he fails to de­ 


v ou r grows into pine trees. 
Birds and 


small animals 
ev ery where 
eat 
berries, 


acorns, nu ts and dry seeds, mak e stores of 


su ch as are not perishable and scatter 


enou gh from their abu ndance to maintain 


a forest. 


And from mu tu al interests the trees, 


birds and beasts su pport each other. 


The prosperity of nations which protect 


and 
maintain 
forests 
is immeasu rably 


greater than those which hav e destroy ed 


their woodlands. 


China is a forestless nation. 
Korea has 


destroy ed her timber and only a few grov es 


which the su perstition of the people pre­ 


serv e within the sacred precints of family 


bu rial grou nds remain. 


Spain, formerly the most prosperou s and 
powerfu l monarchy of Eu rope, a few cen­ 
tu ries ago, possessed magnificent forests, 
bu t her timber bu tchers ru ined them ju st 
as ou rs are doing in America. 
Erosion of 
soil, decadence of agricu ltu re, a people 
driv en to seek new possession bey ond the 
sea, loss of prestage and a degenerated 
nation hav e been the resu lt. 
The really great nations of the earth, 
England, France, 
Germany , 
Switzerland 
etc., plant forests, compel land owners to 
maintain the natu ral 
timber, and 
hav e 
stringent laws for the regu lation and man­ 
agement of woodlands, well k nowing that 
u pon the continu ance of great bodies of 
trees depend the prosperity and perpetu a­ 
tion of the nation. 
China was driv en to the u se of bamboo 
for hou se constru ction and nu merou s other 
u ses in lieu of wood, which they do not 
possess. 
The United States is in the process of 
mak ing, and in half centu ry u nless de­ 
cided changes ocu r in pu blic sentiment, 
and in state and national forests policies, 
we will be as free from forests as Asia 
withou t the presence of the conv ient bam­ 
boo to u tilize in place of wood. 
It has tak en the Almighty three thou s­ 
and y ears to grow some of the seq u ois of 
California, y et that State permits v aga­ 
bond timber bu tchers to destroy these an­ 
cient trees by blasting them into grape 
stak es for the v iney ards at fearfu l loss of 
timber, less than half being sav ed in the 
ex plosion. 
We can see the end of ou r nativ e forests 
in the United States less than two decades 
away . 
Drou ghts, floods, electrical distu rbances, 
failu re of nav igable riv ers, erosion of farm 
soils, decrease in y ield of crops, are some 
of the resu lts of forest destru ction. 
INCREASE OF INSECT PESTS, 
be­ 
cau se the natu ral controlling influ ences 
hav e been destroy ed with the felling of the 
forests. 


The nu mber of nativ e birds, insect de­ 
stroy ing, has been so redu ced, not one- 
fiftieth the nu mber which formerly ex isted, 
that worms, bu gs, v ariou s flies, and cater­ 
pillars are becoming the pest of the farm ­ 
ers, horticu ltu rists, gardeners and also city 
dwellers who desire shade or 
ornamental 
trees. 
Birds 
carnot 
increase 
withou t 
abu ndant nesting places among the trees 
and thick ets in which to produ ce their 
y ou ng. 
Yet English sparrows and some of 
the more domestic birds which do not re­ 
q u ire the wild woods, su rv iv e and increase 
abu ndantly . 


There hav e been no NEW CREATIONS 
OF INSECTS 
since 
the 
discov ery 
of 
America. 
All hav e been in ex istence for 
many thou sands of y ears. 
Yet conditions 
hav e so changed du ring the past fifty y ears 
that farmers who fail to u se some poison­ 
ou s solu tion, or orchardists who fail to 
spray , cannot depend u pon regu lar crops 
becau se destru ctiv e insect and 
fu ngoid 
pests. 
It was not so half a centu ry ago 
when birds were abu ndant in the forest 


wilderness. 


THE INTEREST OF THE FARMER IN 


FORESTS. 


We may better realize the importance of 


wood when we consider that ev ery shop, 


trade, factory and indiv idu al req u ires it; 


ev en the work ers in the metal trades mu st 
hav e wood in some form, and ev ery one who 
reads may see a forest of large ex tent in 


his paper containing the daily news. 


All intelligent beings recognize the in­ 
flu ence of forests u pon climate: The regu ­ 


larity of rainfall and benefit to growing 


crops is gov erned by the proper distribu ­ 


tion of forest bodies. 


In a cou ntry so ex tensiv e as ou rs im­ 
mense bodies of forests in certain locali­ 


ties, with great areas of farm lands bare 


of trees in others, there cannot be the same 


beneficial influ ence, bu t drou ghts, su ceed- 


ed by floods will be of freq u ent occu rrence, 


while smaller tracts of woodland inter­ 


spersed at freq u ent interv als will hav e far 


greater influ ence u pon the mov ement of 


clou ds and freq u ency of 
precipitation. 


Tornadoes, cy clones and fierce storms of 


wind are bu t the phy sical effects of wind 


in motion as it comes in contact with 


mov able objects u pon the earth’s su rface. 


Long stretches of treeless plain or ex ten­ 


siv e bodies of water, offering no obstru c­ 


tion to the wind, it gathers impetu s as it 


adv ances and becomes irresistable. Mou n­ 


tain chains and large tracts of forest de­ 


flect these wind cu rrents or gu ide them 


u pward; the aerial conflicts thu s occu rring 


far abov e the su rface are harmless. 


Thu s the great inju ry which the wind ac­ 
complishes is in localities where there are 
no forests or where man has remov ed the 
V 
forests and failed to plant other trees. 
Du ring the prolonged dry season of su m­ 
mer, when growing 
v egetation 
demands 
mu ch 
water, 
low 
mov ing air cu rrents 
ev aporate moistu re rapidly . 
Fields with­ 
ou t protection lose a v ery large percentage 
of water, ofteii destroy ing crops; bu t ad ­ 
jacent to wooded tracts the cu rrents are 
directed u pward while the q u iet atmos­ 
phere of the su rface absorbs mu ch less 
moistu re. 
In winter liv e stock ex posed to the ele­ 
ments 
req u ire mu ch grain to maintain 
animal heat, while protected by woodlands 
and wind belts which temper the wind, 
dependent 
animals 
continu e 
to 
thriv e 
throu ghou t the inclement season. 
The hou sehold also enjoy s a greater 
degree of happiness and comfort, while 
less fu el is req u ired to maintain a com- 
foi table home u nder protection of a friend­ 
ly grov e. 
Trees consu me carbonic acid gas and 
ex hale q u antities of ox y gen, thu s pu rify ing 
the atmosphere. 
Good health demands the 
trees. 
The farmer grows wheat to feed the 
world; 
he v aries his produ ction as the 
su pply and demand su ggest; his incentiv e, 
after su pply ing his family req u irements is 
to realize a reasonable retu rn for the cap­ 
ital which he has inv ested and for his 
labors du ring the y ear. 
He considers the 
probable demand, the prices obtainable and 
produ cts best adapted to his farm. 
If 
ev ery thing was su re he wou ld mak e money 
ev ery y ear, bu t no annu al crop can be ab­ 
solu tely depended u pon. 
Wheat rnf.y be inju red by the fly , and 
when ready for harv est may be destroy ed 
by ru st or protracted rain. 
The crops 


which may be produ ced in Argentina and 


other wheat growing cou ntries will gov ern 
the price which ou r farmers obtain. 


Increasing insect pests mak e the y ield 


of ev ery farm crop problematic, whether it 
be the cotton of the Sou th or grain, fru its 


and v egetables of the North. 


LUMBER AS A FARM CROP. 


Ex cept certain large tracts, which are 


owned by corporations, the real estate of 


the United States is the property of the 


American farmers, and they are the ones 


who in the near fu tu re mu st produ ce the 


lu mber, timber, cross-ties, telegraph poles 


and wood su pplies, in grov es u pon the 


farm, for the m anu factu rers and consu m­ 


ers of this cou ntry , and mu st be a depend­ 


ence of all nations for fu tu re wood su p­ 


plies. 


The lu mber for farm bu ildings, within a 


few y ears, will not be obtainable from the 


commercial lu mber y n rd>, bu t will be sawn 


from trees grown u pon the farm. 


The fence posts and telegraph poles re­ 


q u ired by the farm er mu st be produ ced at 


home. 


The 
woodlot 
sy stematically 
planted, 
carefu lly managed, may be made a perm a­ 


nent sou rce of income as it accu mu lates 


energy night and day nev er ceasing, with 


which it bu ilds, wisely and well, su pply ing 


the land owner with v alu able assets so long 


as it is maintained. 


The world’s su pply of timber is not 


large, mostly in North America, while the 


demand from ev ery portion of the world is 


increasing and for u nlimited q u antities. 


The natu ral forests which remain are 


largely u pon mou ntains or rou gh hill lands, 


with poor soil, and the increment of growth 


is v ery small, while artificial grov es u pon 


fairly good land, properly cared for, pro­ 


du ces wood with su rprising celerity . 


While the period of growth is longer 


than for cereals, y et the increase is so 


great that it is far more profitable than 
any of the annu al farm crops. 


So long as ou r 
great 
manu factories 


continu e to operate 
and 
employ 
large 


nu mbers of laborers whose families mu st 


be fed by the farmer, there will be a con­ 


tinu ou s demand at home for mu ch farm 


produ ce, bu t in a few y ears these factories 


will cease, there will be no logs for the saw 


mills, and little lu mber for the factories. 


When this occu rs, there will necessarily be 


a decrease of consu mers as their laborers 


are driv en to soil cu ltiv ation for a liv ely - 
hood. 


It is important therefore that wood be 


grown and the factories su pplied with 


timber.

Ldward Ward Carmack, editor of 
the Nashville Teuuesseeau, who was 
shct and killed by Uobtn J. Cooper the 
other 
afternoon 
in 
Nashville, 
was 
United States senator from Tennessee 
from 1001 to 1007, inclusive. 
While in 
the senate he impressed himself deep­ 
ly on the public mind, espec ially in his 
first term, for lie was a brilliant man 
without being superficial. 
He w as 
| thus described at the time: 
“ lie reveis iu the roar and blaze at 
the front. 
He delights to give thrust 
for thrust, and the rasping of the 
swords only sharpens his steel for an­ 
other tight. 
In debate he wields no 
blunt broadsword, 
lie cuts with the 
keen points of the rapier. 
Invective 
and 
eloquence 
aré 
employed 
with 
equal ease, 
llum or and sarcasm are 
his side arms.” 
In all probability Carmack was the 
wittiest man who ever entered the 
United States senate. 
His wit w’as 
not forced, as the wit of so many con­ 
gressional humorists is. 
On the con­ 
trary, Carmack’s w it shone best w hen 
he had had no chance for preparation 
and w'heu some assault of the moment 
evoked Ids battery, lie never prepared 
a speech; the glories of w it that roused 
the joy even of Republicans were ex­ 
temporaneous almost always and chal­ 
lenged alw ays by some incautious at­ 
tack from the other side. 
When he first came to the front 
iu 
the senate his tempestuous style of 
fighting attracted 
Republican 
oppo­ 
nents as molasses attracts flies.

tution be and the same Is hereby a bob 
ished.’ Carmack made a brilliant and 
stirring speech, w’orking the court up 
to a frenzy of Indignation. 
At the 
close of his effort the court passed the 
resolution in a whoop. Nobody smiled 
not even Carmack, at the time, but 
next day when the news was scatter­ 
ed broadcast the state roared in ap 
predation.” 
Senator Carmack used to have a pre­ 
dilection for that kind of practical jok­ 
ing known as “ stringing people.” Of 
late he had entirely abandoned it and 
become a regenerated man through an 
Incident that occurred during a polit­ 
ical campaign.
